Ham Puzzle 


Here is the answer to last months 
puzzle — the lead disc with current 
entering through the top face and out 
the sides, but none out the bottom. 
The formula is: 

R = Re/&i x T 

where T is its thickness. 


Here Re = 8.3 micro ohm inches, 
and the disc thickness T = 1 inch. 
Notice that the disc diameter doesn’t 
appear in the equation. 

So R = 8.3E-6/8Pi x 1. = 0.33 micro 
ohms.

This card tells of some of the fun this spring on six- 
meters, enjoyed by another “Little Pistol” who says 
nuts to the “Sun Spots Over the Hill”! 


In late March, Chip N6CA and Jack N6XQ mounted an 
exclusive six-meter expedition to 3GOZ on Robinson 
Carusoe Island, off the west coast of Chile. You may 
recall the first week of April was the mammoth solar 
eruption and coronal mass ejection that killed most of 
the lower bands, but brought six-meters to life! 


On that Monday morning while at work, | was watching 
the “50 MHz Propagation Logger” at http://dxworld. 
com/50prop.html (try it!) and saw their spots first from 
Texas and then from New Mexico and Arizona about 
11:00 AM our time. So | headed home to the Marina 
for lunch, and while munching a sandwich they 
popped up on CW on their announced operating fre- 
quency of 50.102 MHz. | put them in the log with my 
50 watts and a 3-element yagi just five feet off the roof 
of the apartment complex - invisible from ground level.

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NA 144 Report de N6KZ 


Prior to going out to this relatively rare IOTA, formal permission was 
obtained from the SCDXC DXpedition to Santa Rosa Island, IOTA NA- 
144 


Eight operators, representing the Southern California DX Club (N6KZ, 
N6IC, W6VX, KJ6Y, WB9AWX, N6FH, and KQ6MW) and the Northern 
Arizona DX Club (NN7A), went out and operated from the Northern 
Channel Island Group from Santa Rosa Island (IOTA designation NA- 
144) during the period of 28 September to 1 October 01 Department 
of the Interior to operate amateur radio from Santa Rosa Island with a 
Special Use Permit. 


The group (known informally as the “Dead Band Society”) flew out to 

the island using Channel Island Aviation, based at Camarillo Airport in & 
two flights on Friday morning. The two flights safely delivered the eight 
operators and over 1200 pounds of transceivers, feed lines, antennas, | 
food, shelters, and sleeping bags to the dirt strip near Bechers Bay. 

The group then moved all their gear to the Water Canyon Campsite, 
located about 1 mile away from the landing strip to set up and begin a 
multi-station operation. 


The operation was on all nine HF bands, operating up to four stations 
simultaneously over the next three days. The group operated both 

SSB and CW modes using low-power transceivers powered by solar- 
charged 12 volt DC batteries. Equipment were two, IC-756 PRO , 
transceivers, one Kenwood TS-50 transceiver, and one Yaesu FT-817 — 
QRP transceiver. Antennas were two, 33-foot tall verticals, one 
Cushcraft R-7000 vertical, and several homebrew delta loop anten- 

nas. Kite-supported and balloon-supported end-fed Zepp antennas 

were both tried, but were unsuccessful due to inadequate, unsteady 
winds. 


Four, spotting stations (W7YS, AB7SL, KR6C, and N6VR) provided 
timely DX packet network spots that helped the group work nearly 
2000 QSOs, despite poor-fair band conditions. The A-Index ran 
around 20 during the entire DXpedition, making bands quiet and 
spotty. Notwithstanding, the group made many good QSOs with EU, 
AF, and AS stations in addition to all 50 states. 


Operating conditions on the island were from a public campground, 

living out of tents, using the site’s picnic tables as operating locations. 

WX conditions ranged from warm and still during the days to cold and 

windy after dark. A nearly full moon provided a welcome illumination to 

the late shift operators. Cold showers were available in the campsite 
for the hardy. All meals were 
prepared using gas stoves, 
cooking mostly dehydrated 
foods.
